RUSSIANS ARE FLEEING 
TO ESCAPE GOING TO FRONT 
New York, March 11.--Of the 2,065 
Steerage passengers brought here by the 
steamship Craf Waldersee and landed at 
Ellis Island today, fully 1.800 are Rus- 
sians, many of them, it is said, being 
refugees who fled to escape possible army 
service against Japan. An imperial edict 
issued severa] weeks ago suspended the 
issuing of passports to any male between 
the ages of 14 and 45, the result being 
large exodus.

When 
the texts appeared it became evident 
that the collision between the torpedo 
flotillas had occurred accidentally 
during the night, while the Russians 
were scouting in search of the enemy. 
FIRST BATTLE ON RECORD 
*'TWIXT TORPEDO BOATS 
As far as is known here, this is 
the first time torpedo boats have en- 
gaged each other at sea. Although 
the odds were against the Russians, 
as the Japanese flotilla was support-

MAKAROFF DESCRIBES 
DASH AT THE JAPANESE 

St. Petersburg, March 1!.—The emperor 
has received a message from Viceroy 
Alexieff which says: 

“Admiral Makaroff, - commanding the 
fleet, reports from Port Arthur, unde: 
date of March 10, as follows:

“The illumination of the sea at nigit 
by the search lightg mounted at our bai- 
teries was most satisfactory, and severai 
times isolated shots from ovr § hbatter- 
ies torced the enemy’s torpedo boats to 
retire. 

“With the commencement of the bom- 
bardment at dawn the guns of the for- 
tress replied to the enemy's fire. 

“The crews of all the ships engaged 
gave proof of remarkable coolness in

FIVE JAPASIESE PRISONERS

Tientsin, March !13.—One officer and 
four Japanese soldiers who recently were 
eaptured near Wiju, Korea, were paraded 
through the streets of Mukden on Tues- 
day, March 8. 

On February 20, Major eGneral Pflung, 
chief of staff of Viceroy Alexieff, tele. 
graphed from Port Arthur to St. Pe- 
tersburg, that a number of Cossacks, 
marching from Wiju, had captured a 
Japanese major named ‘Tatsuruk, with 
five soldiers and two civilians. Another 
dispatch from Port Arthur of the same 
date stated that a picket of Cossacks has 
captured some Japanese on whom they 
found maps and papers.

W. A. Smith, of Michigan, jumped up 
and holding up a copy of the report, 
called attention to the fact that one of 
the exhibits showed the words “white 
house’ on it.

“I would like to know,” he asked, with 
considerable warmth, who had thé :au- 
dacity to write the name ‘w-h-i-t-e’ in 
that report.’’ 

‘The committee on postoffices and post 
roads never added a word,” answered 
Mr, Cowherd, smarting under the impu- 
tation 

“Somebody did,’ said Mr. Smith with 
equal warmth. 

“Well,,it waa done in the department, 
then,” Mr, Cowherd’‘replied amid ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Cowkherd entered upon a vigorous 
and emphatic answer to the charges and 
Ppithets which members bad hurled: at 
the department, Members, he said, “had 
stated the department had Jied and pub- 
lished malicious slanders against mem- 
bers of the house. They said the depart- 
ment did it for a purpose, and. then they 
they said the membership of the house 
will appoint a committee before which 


members can go and have the particular 
case investigated. But,’’ he said, his 
words being greeted with applause, 
“when you come to investigate the de- 
partment it must be done by yourselves.” 

Continuing, he inquired: “‘Are you go- 
ing to say to the country that the depart- 
ment that lies about wou tells the truth 
pbout its own actions? Do you intend to 
gO before vour constituency and the good 
people of the United States and say that 
this great department which published 
the report ‘conceived in sin and born in 
iniquity’ is the purest and best and most 
capable to examine into its own iniqui- 
ties?” (Loud applause followed this ut- 
terance). He was, he said, a partisan and 
party man. But he put the honor of the 
house and the honor and welfare of the 
people of the United States—‘‘aye,’’ he 
said, “I put the honesty and honorable 
management of this great department of 
the government above the demands of 
any party that ever lived.” 

People Not Hysterical. 

“The American people are not hysteri- 
cal,” he said, and members need not 
be afraid of their ‘censure because they 
go to the department and demand their 
just rights and the rights of their con- 
stituents. The American press is not the 
press of the ‘‘yellow journal,’’ he con- 
tinued.

‘“T say here and now,” he continued, 
“that the sunlight of publicity never 
hurt an honest man or an honest admin- 
istration. There was loud applause at 
this remark,- which was repeated when 
Mr. Cowherd said: 

“If there is an uwnwholesome and un- 
healthy growth, the sunlight of public- 
4ty will kill it. If it is an honest and. 
wholesome growth, tthat Sunlight will 
only. make it blossom into wetter frui- 
tion for the people of the country.”’ 

He closed with the suggestion that 
there is’ but one path you can tread 
with justice to yourself and honor to the 
country-;that is a full. examination. of 
the entire postal affairs both as to them- 
‘selves and as to us.” 

Mr. Kiluttzof North Carolina, 
tained that the members had 
charged, with no _ violation of 
but with a violation of secret 
regulations of the  postoffice which 
could not have been known to the mem- 
bers named in the réport which made 
the results for additional clerks, assist- 
ance. What more detestible,”” he ve- 
hemently inquired, “is the hyena in hu- 
man form who would tear aside the sep- 
ulchre of the dead and seek to besmirch 
and befoul an honorable reputation?’’ 

This remark was brought out because 
includgd among the names mentioned in 
the report was that of the late Repre- 
sentative Moody, of North Carolina. Mr. 
Kluttz also vigorously defended former 
senator and now Justice Pritchard. He 
closed by demanding an investigation of 
the department. Mr. Smith, of Iowa, crit- 
icised the secret regulations of tNe de- 
partment, and said they were calculated 
to aid a man like Beavers, who wanted 
to do unlawful acts. Mr. Babcock, of 
Wisconsin, explained the cates in which 
names were involved. 

Mr. Wagner, of Pennsylvania, said 
there “had been sufficient evidence of 
fraud in the poas€office department, but 
his case had been misconstrued by the 
newspapers and py members. 


Hepburn Defends Course. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, then took the 
floor and said there was nothing in the re- 
port he did not avow. What he had done, 
he said, was within the. limitation of the 
law. This, he said, was a custom whicn 
had grown up and made a member of 
congress the means of communication be- 
tween constituents interested and the ex- 
ecutive department. ‘‘They have no oth- 
or agent hege/’ he said, ‘‘to represent 
them but ourselves.”’ 

In justification of his efforts to secure 
additional clerk hire in an office in his 
district, Mr. Hemenway, of Indiana, de- 
clared that the department had failed to 
use $193,000 of the appropriation made 
for this purpose in the office in connec- 
tion with which he was accused, the post- 
master gets a salary of $1,400 a year. 
Out of this he pays $35 a month for a 
clerk, who has to work 14 hours a day, 
and $4 a week to a young womse who 
works 10 hours a day. “And yet the 
department says an allowance of $100 
annually for clerk hire in the office is 
not justifiable. I deny it,’ said Mr, 
Hemenway. ‘If the postmaster wa3 
paid simply laborer’s wages on the basis 
of seven hours a day, for the hours 
worked in the postoffice, he would not 
a have a nickel of his salary left.’’ 

Mr. Crumpacker of Indiana, put himself 
on record in favor of a committee of mem- 
bers of both sides of the houSe to inves- 
tigate the indictments made against 
inembers. Further than this he was not 
willing to go at this time. Mr. Finley 
of South Carolina, a minority member of 
the postoffice committee ,said he did not 
believe General Bristow compiled the re- 
port, but the identity of the person who 
did, he asserted, would soon be revealed 

“In many instances within my own 
knowledge,”’ he declared, ‘‘it contains as 
much falsehood as was ever put on paper. 

Mr. Finley explained a lease transac- 
tion with which his name was’ connected 
in the report. : 

What Was the Motive? 

“The publication of this document.” 
said Mr. Burleson, of Texas, who fol- 
lowed Mr. Finley, “has done a great 
wrong to members of both sides of the 
‘house.. Somebody,’’ he declared, ‘was 
responsible for it. It was prepared for 
a purpose,” he warmly stated. . ‘The 
.man.who ts responsible for it, the post- 
master -cpneral,” he said, ‘‘was_ ap- 
proached by, the. press for an explanation. 
“What did he do?” he inquired. “Why 
he said he made light of it and spoke

The statement,”’ Mr. 
Burleson said, “reeked wigh rottenness 
and was steeped in corruption.” Public 
opinion, he asserted, after the postal dis- 
closures, demand a further investigation. 

“It would not be done,” he saad, 
“though the gentlemen at the other end 
of the avenue (referring to the president) 
had complimented this man upan the 
purification that had taken place. This 
demand for an investigation would not 
down,” he declared, “and it finally fourd 
expression in the resolution of Mr. Hay. 

“That is what struck terror to the 
gentleman who presides over the post- 
office,” he added, ‘‘and who is respon- 
sible for the document.” The purpose of 
the postmaster general, he said, was to 
involve honorable men of both parties 
in this scandalous transaction, and there- 
by intimidate them from moving further 
in what the American people are de- 
manding. 

“Are *you going to be intimidated?” he 
inquired. Every honest man named in 
the report owed it to himself to demand 
an investigation. Mr. Clayton, of Ala- 
bama, was unsparing in his criticism of 
Postmaster General Payne, to whom he 
referred as “that distinguished imbecile 
who happens to be postmaster general 
of the United States.”’ He then entered 
into an explanation of the lease of the 
postoffice building at Union Springs, Ala. 
Facing the republican side and raising 
his voice to the highest pitch, Mr. Clay- 
ton said that “if this report uncovers any 
rascality by means of congress, it is on 
that side of the chamber and not on 
this.” 
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The Tulloch Charges. 

Mr. Clayton spoke of the Tulloch 
charges and the light way in which Post- 
master General Payne treated them. 
When members of the press called on 
him about it, Mr. Clayton said, the post- 
master general laughed. When further 
pressed for information he said the post- 
master general, ‘‘that distinguished speci- 
men of assinity,” characterized the Tul- 
loch charges as “hot air.’”” The inquiry 
had been pursued, he vehemently de- 
clared, not by virtue of the efforts of 
Postmaster General Payne and President 
‘Roosevelt, but in response to a demand 
of the press. He closed with a bitter 
personal attack on Postmaster General 
Payne and referred to him’‘as Mr. Hot 
Air Man and Mr. “‘Horselaughter Man,” 
who had been publicly congratulated by 
the president for the ‘‘distinguished ser- 
vice he rendered the country in securing 
the conviction of Machen and his con- 
federates.” § 

“He wanted he said, ‘“‘to rip open the 
whole stomach of the postoffice depart- 
ment and show the vitals of corruption.” 

He was greeted with Joud applausé as 
he took his seat. 

Wants Bristow Removed. 

Another accused member, Mr. Jenkins, 
of Wisconsin, wrought himself up to a 
high state of indignation and demanded 
that he was in favor of removing Gen- 
eral Bristow from office ‘“‘before the sun 
goes down.’’ 

Mr. Calderhead, of Kansas, said the 
president and the postmaster general had 
charged him with making a corrupt con- 
tract with Beavers. 

“They shall not do it,’’ he vigorously 
stated, ‘‘without my protest here or any- 
where,”’ 

Mr. Small, of North Carolina, advocated 
an investigation of the whole postoffice 
department, saying that Mr. Hill, of Con- 
necticut, had said that there was one 
‘Yiar and scoundrel” there. He believed 
there were more “‘liars and thieves’ there 
than had been uncovered. 

“I, a democrat, serving my first term 
in congress, am charged with exercising 
undue influence with officials of the post- 
office department,” was the statement of 
Mr. Pou, of North Carolina, and the 
house laughed. 

William Alden Smith, of Michigan, said 
fervently: “I denounce this report as a 
voluntary and gratuitous insult by a 
great executive department of this gov- 
ernment. That department had under- 
taken voluntarily to cast a stigma on 
this great chamber of people. It has 
gone out of its way to keep facts back 
which should have been given,’ he con- 
tinued. He then threw the house into a 
state of wild excitement. Men of the 
highest character, he declared, had been 
assailed by .the report, among them the 
speaker ofthe house. ‘‘I hope,” said he, 
his words being almost completely drowned 
by the cheering and hand-clapping with 
which his remarks were greeted, “that 
the day is not far distant when with 
the general consent of the American peo- 
ple the speaker will be lifted into the 


executive office.’ : 
Scene Indescribable. 

The scene which followed this remark 
was almost indescribable. The entire 
membership of the house as to a man 
wildly cheered. The echoes had not died 
out when there was another 4utburst of 
yelling, screaming and cries of ‘hear! 
hear!’ Speaker Cannon, meantime, was 
vigorously rapping for order. When quiet 
was restored Mr. Smith said there was 
not a bureau of the government that 
shows proper respect for the direct repre- 
sentatives of the people. Members of 
congress, he said, constantly were being 
shunted off for senators and made to 
wait by bureau officers. Mr. Smith's 
time had expired, whereupon Mr, Clayton, 
of Alabama, asked amid shouts of ap- 
proval that Mr. Smith be given thirty 
minutes to conclude. 

“rT object,’’ shouted Mr. Overstreet in 
the midst of the uproar Mr. Clayton's 
motion had caused. He (Overstreet) then 
asked unanimous consent for a continua- 
tion of the debate for three days. 

“T object,’ came from Mr. Williams, 
the democratic leader, who was crowded 
off the floor by Mr. Clayton, and who, 
facing Mr. Overstreet, said contemptuous- 
ly, ‘“You’re the grandfather of this.’’ 

‘Why, you only wanted an hour on 
each side,’’ excitedly shouted Mr. Gains, 
of Tennessee. 

The utmost confusion reigned. 

Mr. Overstreet failed to sg@cure an ex- 
tension of the debate for even one day 
on the objection of Mr. Hay. 

Mr. Gardner, of New Jersey, complain- 
ed of the incompleteness of his record 
in the report. It was by no means a 
fair measure of his activitiy for his con- 
stituents. 

“Why,” he exclaimed amid laughter, 
the people of the various towns for which 
I have worked will say, ‘why did he come 
here strutting with his wing over his leg; 
he did not do this for us after all.’” 

Mr. Thayer, of Massachusetts, read 
from the original Bristow report “that 
the system of organized corruption dis- 
closed in 1893 had continued unstopped 
by this investigation” and said he be- 
lieved that it had not been stopped, but 
“simply scratched on the surface.” 

He called attention to the instances of 
unwarranted increased clerk hire secured 
by Mr. Bristow. An_ investigation wag 
needed, he said. 

McCall’s Plan. 

Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, submit- 
ted a motion “to commit the pending re-

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TRAIN MEN HELP

One Hundted and ily Bales 
of stotton Burned 


Large Blaze on Railroad Platform at 
Madison—Depot Was Threatened. 
Train from Augusta Stopped 
and Water from Tender 
Used on the Fire. 


Madison, Ga., March 11.—(Special.j— 
Over 150 bales of cotton were burned 
and scorched on the depot platform of 
the Georgia railroad this afternoon. At 
one time, on account of the high wind, 
the depot was threatened, but by hard 
work, in which the people on the uptrain 
on the Georgia railroad assisted by furn- 
ishing water from the engine, the fire 
was extinguished befora it could reacn 
the depot. 

One thousand bales of cotton were sold 
here yesterday, most of it being the 
property of J. W. Beerden, the largest 
cotton buyer in this section, and it was 
being hauled to the depot for shipment 
when he fire broke out. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, 
though it is. thought it caught by a 
spark from a passing engine, The 
cotton was insured,

Are you going to dq it or not?” 

In passing on the matter, Speaker Can- 
non said that the question before the 
house “is matter of such high -privilege 
touching the dignity of the house and the 
integrity of members in their representa- 
tive capacity, that it displaced al] other 
business.”’ He then, in an elaborate 
opinion, sustained the point of order 
against the Moon resolution. 

Griggs Appeals. 

Mr. Griggs, of Pennsylvania, appealed 
from the decision of the chair, where- 
upon Mr. Overstreet moved to lay that 
appeal on the table, which was carried 
by a strict. party vote. 

Speaker Cannon then laid before the 
house the committee recommendation 
fhat the Hay resolution lay on the table. 
By viva voce vote the house refused to 
table the resolution. 

Mr. Cooper, republican, of Wisconsin, 
vigorously assailed Mr. Calderhead, of 
Kansas, for his remarks against Bristow 
and insinuations against the president. 
Mr. Cooper added: ‘‘'This matter has de- 
generated, as I knew it would, into a 
covert attack on the president of the 
United States.”’ 
This remark was met with derisive 
laughter and hisses on the democratic 
sIde. Mr. Cooper then defended General 
Bristow and said he never had attacked 
the house of representatives or any of 
its members. ‘‘Let any member rise here 
and prove to the contrary,’ he insisted. 

The wchalienge was answered by Mr. 
Cooper's Own colleague from Wisconsin, 
Mr. Jenkins, who called attention to a 
statement made -~Wednesday that the 
names of members had been associated 
with that of “A. W. Machen, a convicted 
felon on his way to the penitentiary.” 
“‘hen, shaking his finger at Mr. Cooper, 
Mr. Jenkins said amid cheers, “‘you are 
the same gentleman that made that state- 
ment.”’ 

Cooper Lauds Bristow. 

Mr. Cooper declared that he did not re- 
fer to the Bristow report in his remarks: 
He then further lauded Mr. Bristow and 
said he had worn himself in the cause of 
pure government and had received as his 
reward vilification and abuse. “‘There is 
not a particle of printed testimony,’ he 
said, ‘‘to justify this onslaught on him.”’ 

Mr. McCall demanded the _ previous 
question, which was ordered, wWhich re- 
sulted: Yeas 256, nays 2, Linn, democrat, 
of Minn@sota, and Gillespie, democrat, of 
Texas, voting in the negative. 

The vote had the effeet of sending the 
Hay resolution to the select committee

Hahn, However, Admits That He Is 
Not at All Friendly to the Sen- 
ator—According to Hahn, 
More Than One Office 
Was Involved.

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Washington, March !!.—The senatorial 
inquiry into the charges ngainst Senator 
Dietrich, of Nebraska, began today be- 
ifofe a special committee in Senator 
Hiwoar’s committee room. The inquiry 
which was instituted under the demand 
of Senator Dietrich, is for the purpose of 
probing the charges on which the sen- 
ator was indicted last fall in Nebraska 
and which was dismissed on demurrer. 
The committee conists of Senators Hoar, 
Platt, of Connecticut; Spooner, Cockrell 
and Pettus. 

Leopold Hekn, postmaster at Hastings 
from 1897 tm 1190/1, wes the first witness. 
He was succeédé] in office by Mr. Fish- 
er. In reply % quest{ons by Senator 
Hoar, Mr. Hen related a conversation 
with Fisher of April 23, !901, relative 
to his (Fisher's) appointment as _ post- 
master, 


Dietrich Asked $2,800. 

“He asked me,” said the witness, ‘‘what 
the office paid. I told him $2,500. He 
said that was at Deitrich wanted him 
to pay for the CtYice; he also told me 
that Adam Breed had said that Deitrich 
had asked him $2,800, or $700 a year 
for four years. He asked me what I had 
paid Mr. Thurston for my appointment, 
and I said not one cent.’’. 

Witness algo said that Fasher had 
questioned him as to ‘whether Fisher 
should pay a note for the $2,500 if he 
should give one and *the witness said 
he had volunteered to investigate that 
point for him, and had done so, getting 
lega] advice that such a note would not 
be negotiable. At a later date Fisher 
had come to his store with William Dut- 
ton and they had announced that they 
were there for the purpose of ‘‘fixing up 
the pestoffice business,’ and he retfred, 
He was told afterward that matter had 
been arrayed. Replying to a question 
from Mr. Hoar, Mr. Hahn said that 
when Mr. Deitrich was elected he had 
given up all idea of continuing as post- 
master because he had understood from 
various sources that Dietrich was after 
his scalp. 


Not Friendly to Senator. 

Asked if his feeling toward Dtetrich 
was very friendly, he admitted it was 
not. : 

Mr. Hahn also testified to Fisher's 
character and said that Fisher had sup- 
ported Dietrich jJoyally. Fisher had told 
him that he (Fisher) was frieidly to him 
(Hahn) for reappcintment, but had iold 
him he wae satisfied_that he (Hahn) coulda 
not set it. 

Witness said Fisher had told him that 
Dietrich had said to him that Breed was 
to give $2,800. The witness admitted 
that he talked with Breed more than 
once and that Breed had told hYm the 
story of his office was true. 

“TI was a candidate for the position of 
rostmaster before the senatorial! fight be- 
gan,’ said the witness, ‘‘but Mr. Diet- 
rich said to everybody that I could not 
have the place. He had always fought 
me before when I ran for office, while 1 
had loyally supported him.” 

He admitted he ‘had frequently said 
that “it was a long road that had no 
turn, and that he would see when Diet- 
rich’s term was out he did not get an- 
Other election.”

State Taxed That Amount in 
Army and Navy Bill 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 1!1.—(Special.)—As 
their share of the cost involved in the 
army and navy appropriation bills just 
passed by congress the people of Georgia 
will be called upon to pay po less than 
$5,000,000. 

That means $5,000,000 in a single year. 
That sum wouN, if I am not mistaken, 
build five state capitol buildings like that 
in Atlanta. You can figure for yourself 
how many sky-scraping business blocks 
like the Century or the Empire or any of 
the other big ones it would, if so applied, 
add to the skyline of Atlanta prosperity. 
Measure the sum hy any of these com- 
parisons, and you will get a far better 
idea of what it means than when you 
look at a figure 6 and a lot of ciphers 
after it. 

Senator Bacon showed how much the 
cost’ to Georgia—the cost of its share of 
support of the army and navy aecording 
to the size of the appropriations carried 
in the pending supply bills—in a speech 
he made on the navy appropriation Dill. 
In this same connection he made another 
interesting comparison. : 

What a Battle Ship Means. 

There had been a good deal of blithe 
talking about the number of battle ships 
and expensive cruisers which wauld be 
added to the navy in the future. One re- 
mark of Senator Hale, chairman of the 
naval affairs committee, especially at- 
tracted the attention of the Georgian. 
This was that a ship of a certain class 
can be constructed. for $5,000,000, which, 
while it may not be as luxurious in all 
{ts appointments, will have all the fight- 
Ing qualities of a ship for which the 
pending bill appropriated $8,000,000. If 
I am not mistaken the $5,000,000 ship 
was the battle ship Oregon, which made 
the famous run around South America 
and got to Cuban waters in time to play 
such important part in the sinking of the 
Spanish ships. This cost the smaller sum 
mentioned; but it is now pronounced prac- 
tically obsolete by the naval experts who 
are insisting upon $8,000,000 battle ships, 
although they acknowledge’ these will 
have no greater fighting strength than 
ships of the Oregon type—only handsomer 
and more spacious cabins for the officers 
and other improvements of that kind with 
a few extra small guns. 

An Interesting Comparison. 

Taking this talk of ships costing mil- 
lions as his text, Senator Bacon said: 
‘There is one thing which brings to my 
mind a greater realization of the cost 
of a battle ship than anything else that 
has been suggested. . We all know the 
magnificent building across the capitol 
grounds, the congressional library, upon 
which the government spared not a dollar 
to construct the most magnificent build- 
ing of the kind in the whole world. It is 
a triumph of architecture; it is a triumph 
in decoration; it is a triumph in every- 
thing which makes it the admiration not 
only of this country, but of all foreigners 
who come here; and it is a fact 
that that magnificent building, the 
triumph of art, the subject of lavish 
and unstinted expenditure, this pride 
of the country did not cost °as much 
as one battle ship which one ball may 
send to the bottom of the ocean.’’ 

The Dollars of the People. 
The fact is that building, the finest fn 
the world of its kind, and the most lavisa 
that could built within the bounds 
of good taste, cost about $6,000,000, 
while one battle ship now costs $8,000,000. 
The senate discussion of the navy bill 
has brought out many interesting things, 
but to my mind nothing more interest- 
ing from the Georgia standpoint than 
the statement I have quoted above show- 
ing that the people of this state alone 
are taxed $5,000,000 a vear for the sup- 
port of the army and navy. This is a 
tax literally upon the people; for the 
revenues of the government being raised 
by tariff which is a tax upon consump-

STEVENS BACK 


FROM ST. LOUIS 


Georgia Given AllShe Asked 
For by Exposition 
Officers. 


Colonel O. B. Stevens, commissioner 
of agriculture, returned to the city yes- 
terday from St. Louis, where he has been 
to make final arrangements regarding 
the Georgia exhibit and the Georgia 
building at the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position, 

It appears there was a dispute as to 
certain features of the Georgia exhibit, 
and Colonel Stevens went to St. Louis, 
accompanied by State Geologist W. S. 
Yeates and Assistant Commissioner Glas- 
cock Barrett, to straighten éVerything 
Out. Professor Yeates is still there ar- 
ranging certain features of the mineral 
exhibit, while Mr. Barrett remained to 
look after the lighting and water con- 
tracts. 

The contract looking to the erection of 
the Georgia building was finally drawn 
up in accordance with the rules of the 
exposition management, and it will be 
sent here today for the governor's signa- 
ture. Work on the building will, it is 
expected, begin next week. 

“There was a confifct with the expo- 
sition management about several of the 
Georgia exhibits,’’ said Colonel Stevens 
yesterday. ‘“The Management wanted to 
rule out the cotton seed mé@al and oll 
exhibit, because it claimed the Southern 
Cotton Oil Co had contracted for space, 
and was now seeking to make an exhibit 
through Georgia. We showed them that 
this was not the case, ang that the entire 
exhibit would come from tthe refinery at 
Savannah. We finally managed tto get 
it into the agricultural building, though 
“the management wanted to put in the 
manufactures building, because it will 
show how the manufactured product is 
made. We had the same trouble about 
the turpentine exhibit. the management 
wanting to put it also in the manufac- 
tures building.

After telling negro to stand up, 
Judge Calhoun looked directly at him and 
said: 

“Patrick, you are the worst man I have 
ever seen or have ever heard of. You 
would murder man as quick as you 
would look at him. You are going to 
kill somebody some of thése days, if you 
don’t watch out, and you will be hung 
for it, too. I have tried many bad men 
in my court and I have seen some mighty 
bad ones, but you are the worst of them 
all. I know you, Patrick, and that is why 
I am talking to you in this manner, I 
will Jet you serve twelve months in the 
county chaingang.”’ 

Patrick was convicted of the charge of 
stealing the shoes and it was for this that 
he was given the twelve-month term, The 
Fulton county grand jury has returned 
an indictment against him, charging as- 
sault with intent to murder, growing out 
of the same transaction, and Judge Cal- 
houn ordered him returned when he 
serves his chaingang sentence, in order 
that he can be prosecuted in the superior 
court. Patrick was® also. tried before 
Judge Galhoun on a previous occasion on 
the'charge of trying to kill another man 
and he was given a_twelve-month sen- 
tence for that offense also. 

Patrick is said to have gone Into the 
store of Smith & Higgins last Saturday 
night and stolen two pair of shoes.

Former Governor A. D. Candler, who 
has been at work for eereral menths com- 
piling the doeumentary reeords of Geor- 
gia, for publication in permanent ferm 
for the benefit ef the state, announces 
that two volumes of manuscript of ono 
thousand pases each are new in’ the 
hands ef the printer and anothet volume 
of the same sise is abeut feady and 
will be turned over to the publsher tn 
the course of the next week, 

The volumes will be albgut 
inches and will contain a vast number 
of transcripts of rare and interesting doc- 
uments connected with the colonial, revo- 
lutionary, and modern history ‘of the 
state, 

Governor Candier is very much inter- 
ested in the important work in which he 
lg engaged under the direction of Gov- 
ernor Terrell, and is meeting with grati- 
fying success in his efforts to secure the 
widely scattered records of the state, 
which it 1s proposed to preserve in book 
form. He now has three clerks regularly 
employed in the archives of the public 
library of London transcribing the records 
of the trustees of the Georgia colony, 
from the date the. first emigrants set out 
under Oglethorpe in November of 1732 
umil the inecrporators surrendered their 
charge and retired from the management 
Of the colony in 1752, These records were 
made by the secretary of the corpora- 
tion which secured the charter of coloni- 
zation - from George []. No 
tematic effort was ever before attempted 
Save once, to collect these records, and 
that was done by Charles Wallace How- 
ard in 1837. The transcripts he made 
were used by both Charles C: Jones and 
Bishop Stephens, an Episcopal bishop of 
Georgia, in writing their vastly inter- 
esting histories of the state. The manus- 
cripts were sent to -Professor Scomp, of 
Emory college, for use, but the

They Just Laughed. 

In the biography of President 
Roosevelt, written by Mr. Francis E. 
Leupp, there appears a highly inter- 
esting pen picture of a meeting of 
President McKinley’s cabinet just be 
fore the outbreak of the war with 
Spain, at which the then assistant 
secretary of the navy appeared, upon 
invitation, to give his views upon cer- 
tain phases of governmental policy. 
Secretary Long has told in his book 
upon the American navy of the 
strentousness of that eminent gentle- 
man who held the post of assistant 
secretary during those days when 
war with Spain was impending, and 
of the way he worked the typewriters 
in his office ove:time in preparing all 
sorts of recommendations upon mat: 
ters relating to Cuba or to what was 
nearer his heart=war. The former 
secretary treats of the vagaries of his 
assistant in a patronizing sort of 
Way; and it is evident from Mr. 
Leupp’s narrative that President Mc- 
Kinley and the other members of the 
cabinet were inclined to view his en- 
ergies in much the same light, as the 
following shows: 

President McKinley, having heard that 
Mr. Roosevelt entertained some decided 
views on the demands of the situation, 
sent for him one morning @nd listened to 
his exposition of them. Later on the same 
day, when the subject came up in the 
cabinet, the president said with a smile: 
“Gentlemen, not one of you has put half 
so much vigor into your-expression of 
opinion as Mr. Roosevelt, our assistant 
secretary of the navy. He as the whole 
programme of the war mapped out.” 

“Couldn't you get him to make a report 
in writing for our guidance?’ inquired one 
of the party, adopting the president's 


jocose tone. 
“Better than that; I can call him in and 


let you hear for yourselves,” answered 


the president. 

There was a general chorus of approval, 
and Mr. Roosevelt was sent for. He re- 
sponded at once. Mr. McKinley propound- 
ed a few questions, and the whole cabinet 
leaned back in their chairs and listened 
to a second edition of what the president 
had already heard, but delivered with in- 
creased emphasis and annotated with 
many characteristic gestures. When the 
speech was finished the orator retired. 
The president looked around with an 
amused expression. Three or four of the 


others laughed out loud. 

It is not always, however, that the 
man who laughs first is found still 
smiling at the end of the controversy. 
Some out of that large volume of vol- 
untarily submitted Roosevelt papers 
have recently been reproduced, and a 
perusal of these must influence the 
belief that “the other fellow” is now 
in the position to do the laughing. 

One of these papers is a strong 
recommendation for submerged tor- 
pedo tubes in the battle ships of the 
navy. In this Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Roosevelt pointed out the 
danger, as it appears to him, of car- 
rying highly dangerous torpedoes 
above the water line where they 
might any time be exploded by a 
shot from any of the smaller guns of 
the enemy. The cabinet experts 
“just laughed” at this recommenda- 
tion from the strenuous young oOffi- 
cial; but it is worthy of note that our 
naval authorities have come to the 
Roosevelt view and submerged torpe- 
do tubes are to be put in each of the 
eighteen battle ships and cruisers 
now building. 

Of still greater interest, perhaps, 
is the long paper in which Mr. Roose- 
velt discussed the merits and de- 
merits of torpedo boats. The mag- 
nificent results attained by the Japa- 
nese at Port Arthur have served to 
shake up the -dead wood about our 
navy department which has been op- 
posed to these magnificent little 
fighting machines, and the indica- 
tions are the American navy will in 
the near future be properly equipped 
in this respect; but if the esteemed 
peace society secretary of the navy 
and his associates had accepted the 
Roosevelt recommendations instead of 
laughing at them, we would now 
have a torpedo flotilla commensurate 
with that of France. 

Mr. Roosevelt in 1898 urged the 
immediate construction of 100 of 
these torpedo boats of different sizes. 
It is a matter of regret that the able 
counselors of the cabinet and the 
responsible republican leaders in 
congress did not act upon his ad- 
vice. Had they done so, the naval 
strength of the United States would 
be far greater than it is.

As for the west, it has never been 
Placated by sops of patronage or in- 
timidated by threats of party excom- 
munication. Chairman Babcock, of 
the republican congressional cam- 
paign committee, stands pat on every 
word and line of his tariff reform 
propaganda within the party, and his 
constituents of his district in Wis- 
consin. have, in every one of the 
seven counties, just voted him a com- 
plete expression of confidence and re- 
newed support. 

“The dead only stand pat,” ex- 
claims Governor Cummins, of 
“Iowa idea” fame, shaking his finger 
warningly at the tariff brigands of his 
party. 

In Minnesota the same sane senti- 
ment seems to dominate the state re- 
publicans. The would-be reformers 
are vigilantly guarding the conven- 


tions from attempts on the part of 


the more orthodox minority to steal 
a march on Chicago. We read in 
The Minneapolis Journal a warm edi- 
torial denunciation of the attempt of 
“two local representatives of the 
Rockefeller interests in Minnesota” 
to be sent to the Ciicago convention 
as delegates, one of whom is said to 
aspire to be republican national com- 
mitteeman from that great north- 
western state. The Journal will 
have none of this trust-pandering 
stand pat business, and minces no 
words in saying so. It declares with 
blood in its eye: 

It is about time for the party at home 
to get down to business, as our corre- 
spondent says is the feeling in Washing- 
ton, and put something in its platform, 
and back it up by the right kind of a 
delegation to Chicago, which will protect 
the members of the delegation in Wash- 
ington from being charged with misrepre- 
sentation of sentiment at home when 
they take a stand for tariff reform and 
reciprocity. 

And so it is over the middle west 
and west generally. Tariff reform is 
in the air and the republican party 
is going to split upon that rock of 
righteousness. The stand patters 
will control the Chicago convention 
and make a platform straddle, of 
course, but nobody inside the party 
will be fooled who is not a fool. 

The St. Louis platform will afford 
thousands of honest republicans the 
opportunity they crave to vote their 
tariff reform and reciprocity senti- 
ments. There will be no conscientious 
opportunity elsewhere.

Trade Which Is Affected. 

The commercial interest of the 
United States in the territory im- 
mediately involved in, or at least ad- 
jacent. to, the scene of hostilities in 
the Far East, is shown in some high- 
ly interesting tables compiled by the 
department of commerce. 

In these it is shown that the total 
commerce of the territory fronting 
upon and immediately adjacent to the 
scene of present hostilities aggre- 
gates, in round terms, about $600, 
600,000 annually, of which consider- 
ably more than one-half is imports. 
China, Japan, Asiatic Russia, Honk- 
kong and Korea are treated of in 
these computations, and the estimate 
is made by Statistician Austin that 
probably three-fifths of the total 
commerce of these countries taken 
as a whole is in the form of imports. 
The United States is year by year 
supplying a larger share of those im- 
ports and gaining upon other coun- 
tries in the relative share which it 
supplies. 

Of the exports from these countries 
the United States is the largest single 
purchaser. These consist principally 
of tea, raw silk, manufactured silk, 
rice and mattings from China and Ja- 
pan, Asiatic Russia and Korea having 
but little in the way of exports. 

Cotton and cotton goods lead the 
list of the more important products 
of the United States which are im- 
ported into this vast territory. After 
these come kerosene, flour, lumber, 
manufactures of iron and steel, manu- 
factures of leather and tobacco. The 


raw cotton which is sent to that part 


of the world goes principally to Ja- 
pan, where it is manufactured. The 
market for American cotton in Japan 
is influenced largely by the surplus of 
cotton in India, which is of shorter 
staple and of lower price. In years 
of short supply in India, Japan turns 
to the United States for its raw cot- 
ton, but in the years of plentiful cot- 
ton supply in India, a larger propor- 
tion of Japan’s raw gotton purchases 
are made there. 

In manufactured cotton ghods China 
is the most important purchaser. An 
increased manufacture of cotton 
goods in China is noted, however, 
and is given as one of the causes for 
the falling off in imports of cotton 
goods last year as compared with the 
two years previous. The  importa- 
tions of American goods have fallen 
off no more than have those from 
other countries, but the unsettled con- 
ditions which have prevailed during 
the year have had a material effect. 

Kerosene makes up a large item in 
the imports of American goods. Dur. 
ing the past year it has barely held 
its .ewn, owing to growing competi- 
tion with Russian and Sumatra oils. 
Other items enter less prominently 
into the trade with that portion of the 
Orient. 

The figures for 1903 show that the 
total export from the United States 
to the countries enumerated, the free 
port of Hongkong, which is British, 
being treated separately from China, 
was: To China, $15,871,083, as against 
$22,703,130 the previous year; to 
Hongkong, $9,792,193, as against 
$8,751,779 for 1902; to Japan, $20,- 
874,887, as compared with $21,622,603 
the previous year; to Asiatic Russia, 
$716,274, which is just about one 


fourth what it was in 1900, since 
which time there has been a falling 
off each year on account of the dis- 
turbed cohditions; to Korea, $370,- 
566, the largest record of any year 
since commerce was opened up with 
the Hermit Kingdom.

Official Form of Ballot for the State Primary Soon 
to Be Sent Out By Secretary Goldsmith.”

OVERNOR TERRELL yesterday 
(5 signed an order appointing Hon. 
A. F. Daly, of Wrightsville, judge 
of the sgperior courts of the middle cir- 
cult, to succeed Judge Beverly D. Evans, 
who has been appointed associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court in place of 
Justice Henry G. Turner, resigned. 
It was thought at the time of Judge 
Evans’ appointment that Judge Daly 
would be his successor. Governor Terrell 


yesterday received a telegram from Judge . 


Roger L. Gamble, of Louisville, Ga., who 
has also been mentioned in connection 
with the appointment, urging the ap- 
pointment of Judge Daly. Governor Ter- 
rell learned yesterday that Judge Daly 
would accept the appointment and in the 


afternoon he signed the order making him | 


judge of the middle circuit. 

Judge Daly will take up his duties on 
the bench after March 19, which 
date that Judge Evans’ resignation be- 
comes effective. His term will extend 
probably through October, 
Successor jis elected and qualified. 

Judge Daly is one of the best known 
lawyers of the southeastern section of 
the state. He has served a term in the 
State senate and is now general counsel 
of the Wrightsville and Tennille railroad, 
and also one of the trustees of the Con- 
federate Soldiers’ home. 

The appointment of Judge Evans to the 
éupreme bench was generally discussed 
yesterday and the comment everywhere 
was favorable. It appears to be the gen- 
eral opinion that Governor Terrell settled 
in avery proper and gatisfactory manner 
what promised to be a hard fought strug- 
gle for a judicial position.

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NEW CITY STOCKADE PRISON A MODEL 
IN ITS STRUCTURE AND EQUIPMEN 1 
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ORK on the new municipal] 
W stockade prison, which is to be 
a model of {ts kind, will com- 
mence March 15. It is not improbable 
that it will be completed and ready fer 
Occupancy before the end of the vYear. 
Council's finance committee, of which 
Alderman Inman is chairman, has al- 
ready appropriated $4,000 to start the 
work. An additional] appropriation will 
doubtless be made on the June appor- 
tionment sheet. If the second appor- 
tionment is made the prison will be In 
use before the end of the present year. 
The entire estimated cost of the struc- 
ture is $9,000, or rather that is what the 
building will cost the municipal govern- 
ment in money. The reason for the 
small expenditure is the fact that the 
convicts are to be made to work on the 
prison, and it will be largely with their 
abor that the work will be done. The 
granite of Which the building will he 
constructed will be taken from the city’s 
quarry near the stockade. 

The new stockade prison will be the 
finest prison. building in the south, with 
the exception of the new federal prison 
near Atlanta. Many of the ideas that 
have heen put into operation in the 
United States pentitentiary wil] be used 
in the stockade prison of Atlanta. 

Commissioner Henry L. Collier, of the 
department of public works, and S. Me, 
Holland, his chief clerk, visited the fed- 
eral prison before the plans for At- 
lanta’s new prison were drawn, They 
examined thoroughly the large peniten- 
tiary and as far as possible have modeled 
the stockade prison after It. 

One of the main features of the new 
prison will be the complete separation of 
the races, sexes and juveniles from the 
adults. 

Will Be Large Structure. . 

The building is to be located on 
site of the present prison, which 
been considered a disgrace to the

structure will be !30 long and 120 feef 
wide. It will be three stories above the 
basement. 

The first floor will con the office 
of the superintendent of the prison. The 
dining room for officers will he in the 
south wing, immediately adjoining it 
will be the dining room for white male 
prisoners. Next will be the dining room 
for negro male prisoners, and in the 
north wing will be the kitchen 

The cells for the adult male prisoners 
of both races will be in the renaf, but 
whites and blacks will have separate 
cells and separate corridors. The cells 
for negro men will be ninety-six in num- 
ber, and the cells for white men will be 
thirty in number. 

On the second floor of the prison will 
be the white women’s ward, which will 
be in the south wing. In the north 
wing wil! be the ward for negro women. 
Between these two wards will be sepa- 
rate dining rooms for white and negro 
women. 

The th.rd floor will have in its south 
Wing the office of the prison physician 
and a hospital for white prisoners. The 
south wing will consist of a hospital for 
negro prisoners. Between these two hos- 
Pitals will] be separate wards for white 
boys and negro boys. 

Twenty-two Shower Baths. 

In the basement of the structure, im- 
mediately under the cell corridors, will 
be sixteen shower baths and _ sixteen 
isolation cells for negroes and six shower 
baths and four isolation cells for white 
prisoners. In the basement of the north 
wing will be located the laundry and boil- 
er room. 

The entire prison will be fire proof, 
and will be equipped with modern sani- 
tary plumbing and ventilation. It will 
be on a beautiful emmineene and ¥ ‘1 be 
one of the handsomest of the municipal- 


-‘ity’s properties. 


The cells will be arranged as to 
hold two prisoners each, and each will 
be supplied with two steel cots and wash 
basins. Under this arrangement Com- 
missioner Collier believes prisoners can 
be made to take better care of their bed- 
ding and therefore better bedding can be 
supplied.

These clothes will be returned 
to the prisoners upon the expiration of 
their sentences. In place of them they 
Will wear prison clothes, which wfll be 
of washable material. Every effort will 
be made to keep not only the prison 
building, but the prisoners and _ their 
clothing clean and sanitary in exyery par- 
ticular, 

Prison Will Be Model.

BY CANTILLON 


Cantillon Says He NeverAu- 
thorized Statement About 
Phyle, 


According to Manager Griffith, Cantil- 
lon, manager of the Milwaukee team, who 
is in bad odor in the south at present on 
account of his reputed support of Phyle, 
the blacklisted player, never made the 
statement attributed to him. 

‘Way some time ago,” s3id Manager 
Griffith yesterdax, ‘I met Cantillon, who, 
by the way, is a nice fellow, and asked 
him about hig reported statement. He 
said that he had been misquoted and had 
not authorized the interview, and in fact 
knew nothing of it until it appeared in 
the press. 

“Furthermore, he said that the cancel- 
lation of his games in the south were not 
due to the feeling arouséd by this report- 
ed interview, nor were the games Ccan- 
celed by the Southern League teams. The 
games were canceled by Manager Cantil- 
lon on account of the fact that he found 
it would be too expensive to take the 
trip which he had contemplated with the 
large number of men signed.’’ 

This statement of Cantillon puts a new 
light on the question and it is very prob- 
able that he has been judged too harshly 
here in the south. 

Cantillon was-for a time the manager of 
the Memphis blacklisted player and final- 
ly sold him to Memphis. From the stand- 
point of the manager ne was naturally in- 
terested in the player and inclined to take 
stock in his statements. 

Cantillon, however, denies the sweeping 
accorded to him that the 

Southern League was crooked and the 
'challenge issued in his name to the 
| Southern league managers, offering to 
| prove_his charges if they were denied. 

L@oking at the question from a distin- 
terested standpoint it would seem that 
Cantillon’s lightly spoken ‘words have 
been greatly magnified. 

Phyle as a baseball issue is now dead. 
Any effort to revive him and bring him 
forward on the stage either as a hero 
suffering persecution or a sick man wor- 
rying his life out by the blacklist hanging 
over him, will meet with the oppositton of 
every paper in the south and will bring 
down the condemnation of every honest 
fan who is interested in the welfare of 
southern baseball.

Four new men came in yesterday. Jack 
Powell was one of the first arrivals. "He 
came in from 8t. Louis where he played 
last season. McGuire, catcher, Hughes, 
pitcher, and Williams, second baseman, 
arrived yesterday afternoon. 

Powell arrived in the morning and was 
out at the Park in the afternoon, though 
he did not do any practicing. Powel] was 
last year a member of the St. Louis 
Americans and if he had been treated 
fairly would be with them yet. Despite 
the low average of his club in the pen- 
nant race he pitched splendid ball and 
was known as one of the best men in the 
league. While the, baseball war between 
the Americans and the Nationals was 
wuging fiercely, Cincinnati offered him a 
salary of $6,000 if he would jump the 
Americans for the Nationals.

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REPORT ON WEATHER. 


The following is The New York 
Financial Chronicle's weekly 
weather and crop report received 
over private leased wire by Messrs.

Many of 
our correspondents report that crop 
preparations are well advanced.”’ 
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New York, March !!.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened steady at an advance of 6@ 
12 points on covering and a little fresh 
demand in sympathy with rather better 
cables than expected, and which may 
have been attracted in some measure by 
the fair spot sales reported from the 
southern markets late yesterday. There 
was, however, heavy realizing at first, 
and soon after the call the market eased 
off slightly, but as it declined uncovered 
more buying orders, particularly from 
New Orleans. These quickly rallied 


“prices and there was a period of firmness 


that carried the active months up to 
the highest level they have occupled since 
the big break, and to within about 90 
points of the highest level of the season. 
At this time May and July were tet’ 
Belling at 16.65, and the more active 
positions showed net gains of 14@18 
points. The weekly in sight figures, how- 
pver. proved rather larger than expected 
recently, and with the Galveston estt- 
mate pointing toward heavicg receipts to- 
morrow, while some spot Wealers still 
assert that spot demand is very light, it 
reemed that the smaller longs were will- 
Ing to take profits at this figure.

Cothran & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, March t!.—The enormous 
spot business in Liverpool shows no ten- 
dency to subside and the trade continue 


te wonder when this scramble for cotton 


abroad will cease. Prices have been 
steadily enhanced by this particular feat- 
ure, though a singular fact is to be noted 
in connection with the English market 
that cotton for March-April delivery 
might be purchased $2.50 per bale cheaper 
than on the spot, signifying that recent 
heavy spot transactions proceeded from 
severe necessity to replenish depleted 
stocks at mills and would be {interesting 
to know if the visible suffpfy statement 
will confirm this view. Trading here was 
moderate in volume with prices generally 
steady, under the influence, of favorable 
statistics. Sentiment is unquestionably 
friendly to the staple, but the monu- 
.mental premium here of contracts over 
r the spot quotation act as a impediment 
to speculative purchases. Traders are 
chiefiy interested in the movement. and 
spot demand. If indications point to a 
continuous perpendicular drop in receipts 
there will be opportunities for foreigners 
to take additional} fright, and should Liv- 
erpool’s spot business be reflected on this 
side in a substantial way, it will not be 
difficult to establish «a higher level of 
values,

Wheat—At the Opening the rush. of 
shorts to cover and a fair demand from 
commission houses left some doubt as 
to the manner in which the government 
wheat report had impressed the majority 
of traders. Th@ report was seemingly 
taken as virtual confirmation of all the 
vague reports of heavy domestic con- 
sumption of wheat and the consequent 
scarcity that has arise&. Initial quota- 
tions on May were up !1% to 2c at 9542 
@96c. July opened 3-4@7-8c to 7-8@lc 
higher at 90@90 |-4c. Additional rea- 
sons for the bullishness with which busi- 
ness Commenced were a sharp advance 
at Liverpool and advices from Argen- 
tina stating that the strike qvas not 
definitely settled. The early advance 
brought out considerable liquidation. 
One of the leaders of the bull crowd 
Was freported to be selling May. As a 
result, May declined to 95c and July 
to 89 '7-8c.. The demand, howe'ver, con- 
tinued on a liberal scale and s0on as 
the bulk of the selling had ceased, prices 
easily rallied again. Later the offerings 
of May became so scarce that the price 
went to 97c. Principal traders were 
eager purchasers of July, causing an ad- 
vance to 91 1-8c. The situation contin- 
ued bullish throughout the session. On 
realizing by some of the early buyers 
the market late in the day reacted a 
trifle, but the closine was strong, May 
at 96c and July at 905-8c. Clearances 
equaled 128,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 540,000 bushels, against 41 I,- 
400 a vear ago. Exports of wheat and 
flour for the week, according to Brad- 
street's, were equal to 1,835,000 bushels, 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago report- 
ed 840 cars, against 275 last week and 
293 a year ago 

Corn opened very nervous, but prices 
showed liberal gains. The market was 
influenced by the government crop re- 
port, strong cables and wvnafaverabte 
weather. There was some infiuential buy- 
ing at the start, but a lot of corn came 
out on the advance ard the support waw 
not sufficient to ch-ck the downward 
tendency wuntil the greater part of the 
gain was lost. The late streigth in wheat 
and higher cash markers brought .out a 
good general demaaod the !ast hour and 
the market closed strong. May opened 
%@15c higher at 33@53%ec, sold between 
§2u,@53%c and closed at 53%53%c. July 
ranged between 50°*2@5Iilec and closed lec 
higher at 5ic. Receipts 129 cars, 9 con- 
tract grade. 

Oats were firm in sympathy with other 
grains. The early advance Was soon lost, 
however, and the market weakened un- 
der heavy selling of May. The big com- 
missicn house which usually acts for the 
leading long was the principal seller, and 
the action of this Interest induced profit 
taking by smaller holders. Commission 
houses were moderate purchasers later, 
and shorts took advantage of the weak- 
ness to cover freely. The close was 
steady. May opened 4%@%c higher at 41% 
@4i%c, ranged between 4054@41%c and 
closed at 4l%c. July c!osed unchanged at 
3914c. Receipts 147 cars. 

Provisions held steady. A decline in 
hogs was offset by the strength in grains 
and in consequence provisions showed 
little change. Packers were the majn sell- 
ers, while the demand came mostly from 
shorts. The close was steady with May 
pork 7%@10c higher at $13.95@1I3.97%, 
May lard off 2%c at $7.30 and ribs-up 
Zee at $7.25.

New Orleans, March 1|1!.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s statement of the world’s visible sup- 
ply of cotton, made up from special cable 
and telegraphic advices, compares the 
figures of this week with last week, last 
year and the year before. 

It shows a decrease of the week just 
closed of 133,517, against a decrease of 
39,694 last year and a decrease of 38,- 
119 vear before last. 

The tota] visible is 3,403,090, against 3,- 
536,607 last week, *3,777,008 last year and 
4,283,631 year Before last. 

Of this the total of American cotton ts 
2,330,090, against 2,491,607 last week, 
*2.613,008 last year and 3,184,631 year 
before last, and of all other kinds, in- 
cluding Egypt, Brazil, India, ete., 1,073,- 
000, against 1,045,000 last week, 1,164,000 
last year and 1,099,000 year before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton as above shows a. decrease com- 
pared with last week of 133,517, a de- 
crease compared with last yv#ar of 373.,- 
918, and a decrease compared with year 
before last of 880,541.

SOME ACTIVITY IN 


and Fell Into Neglect. 


| Now Familiar End-Week Dis- 
counting of Possibility of 
Northern Securities 
Decision. 


business -today yielded almost as large 
a volume of business as the whole ses- 
Sion of yesterday. This seemed almost 
like animation by contrast with yester- 
day’s stagnation, but the activity prompt 
ly flattened out and during the afernoon 
the market fell into a deeper slough of 
neglect than even yesterday’s record 
level in that respect. The early activity 
was the now familiar end-week discount- 
ing of the possibilty ‘of Northern Secu- 
rities decision, which is now regularly 
followed on Monday up to this time by 
covering of shorts and a recovery in 
prices. fhe prices were not carried far 
today. brobably because Northern Se- 
curities on the curb market gave sonre 
evidence of support. Some degree of ac- 
tivity in the stock failed to make any 
appreciable inroad upon its price. Noth- 
ing else seemed to have any power to stir 
prices, Pennsylvania was still under some 
degree of pressure in spite of the quota- 
tion of official assertions that Pennsyl- 
vania was supplied with sufficient funds 
to carry on its projected works for a 
year to come. Reports of the taking of 
additional options for pig iron by the 
Unite@d States Steel corporation were 
heard with indifference and without caus- 
ing a ripple in the market for the cor- 
poration’s stocks. The government’s re- 
port showing a percentage of the grain 
crops remaining in farmer's hands some- 
what lower than the normal for this tim 
of year modified the supposition that the 
small grain movement up to this time 
has been due to large holding back of 
stocks which would ultimately come cut 
to swell the railroad tonnage. 

The forecast of the week's currency 
movement was viewed with very languld 
interest In view of almost plethoric con- 
ditions of the money merket and the 
indifferent demand for funds. The small 
decrease in cash indicated is mostly due 
to the shipments of gold to South Amer- 
ica. It is now commonly assumed that 
this operation is connected with the pur- 
chase of war vessels by Japan from Ar- 
gentine, the outgo of gold from New 
York being rather more \than covered 
by the inflow of Japanese) gold to San 
Francisco, further shiprfents to the lat- 
ter port being now afloat. The express 
movement with the interlor.is sligntly 
in favor of New York. Some selling of 
Metropolitan Street Raiiway was attri- 
buted to settlement of an estate, and 
Realty preferreg@ was affected by its labor 
trouble.
